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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. This application filed under former 37 CFR 1.62 lacks the necessary reference to the 
prior application. A statement reading 'This is a Continuation of Application No. 10/284,261, 
filed October 31, 2002." should be entered following the title of the invention or as the first 
sentence of the specification. Also, the current status of the parent nonprovisional application(s) 
should be included. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weiss 
et al. (US 5,270,909) in view of Wang (US 5,008,784). 

Re claims 1, 7 and 12: Weiss discloses the claimed carabiner with an illuminator comprising a 
carabiner main-body (92 in Fig. 1 5) being provided with a receiving chamber, said receiving 
chamber having a receiving mouth (90a) being formed thereon; an illuminating set including a 
housing (90), a battery assembly and a lamp bulb (See Fig. 15). Further, Weiss discloses a lamp 
cap ( the front cap of 80a in Fig. 14). Weiss does not disclose a pushing member and an elastic 
element. However, Wang discloses a pushing member (36 in Fig. 2) and an elastic element (35). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
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employ Wang's pushing member and elastic element into Weiss' illuminator housing in order to 
push the illuminator. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-6, 8-11 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
